- The New York Argument. 


The argument of the indignant New Yorker runs 
something along these lines:. 

The modern Olympic games have been held nine 
times since their revival in 1896. They have never 
been held in New York. 

Paris has held the Olympic games twice. London 
once. St. Louis, Stockholm and Antwerp have been 
honored. Why is New York ignored? 

New York is the richest city in the world and, if 
given even short notice, could stage the Olympic 
games as no other city could stage them, 

New York would draw the largest attendance ever 
recorded at any Olympic games, 

And finally, New York has had almost everything 
else worth while in sports. The Olympic games have 
been missing from the collection. 


The Housing Problem. 


Just at the moment, however, Father Knickerbocker 
would be hard put to it to house a set of Olympic 
games. The Polo Grounds and the Yankee Stadium 
are our largest outdoor plants, and they are not built 
to Olympic specifications. 

But a real Olympic stadium could be built and it is 
even reported that Tex Rickard expects to build an 
outdoor arena of vast proportions within the next few 
years, an arena which would be suitable for athietic 
games and football matches. 

There is no doubt that New York could take care 
of the games when, as and if awarded to this city. 


A Cause for Worry. 


There is one serious defect in New York’s claim on 
the Olympic games, This athietic festival, held first 
in 776 B. GC. at Olympia, near Elis in Peloponnesus, 
had its moral as well as athletic regulations. 

It had its musical contests as well as its boxing 
matches, and its poetry competition as well as its 
chariot races. 

Competition in poetry is a little slack along Broad- 
way, but musical rivalry is brisk in ‘‘Tin Pan Alley.” 

New York qualifies there, but it’s along moral lines 
that objections may be raised. According to the origi- 
nal Greek conditions nobody could compete in, attend 
or assist the Olympic games in any way who was not 
of the highest moral character. 

Well, there's something to worry about. Either New 
York is the wickedest city in the world or several 
worthy and well-meaning critics are all wrong. And 
if it’s wicked it isn’t moral, and if it isn’t moral it 
can’t have the Olympic games. 

All right. Never mind the Olympic games, We can 
still have the six-day bike race.

REVALUING THE FRANC. 

Yesterday’s statement by the 
Governor of the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank, that in the confer- 
ence' of central bankers “ there has 
“been and could be no discussion of 
“any reparations question nor of the 
“ stabilization of the French franc,” 
is sufficiently conclusive. But the 
plans of the French Government 
itself regarding legal revaluation of 
the franc are another question; 
there was no obvious reason why 
the conference should consider it. 
It has been understood from the 
first that the matter for primary” 
consideration by the international 
bankers would be the straightening 
out. of friction arising from the 
French bank’s holdings of foreign 
exchange, estimated now at not far 
from one thousand million dollars. 

The resultant power of France 
either to draw gold from other 
countries or to shift it from one to 
another had caused great perturba- 
tion, particularly at London. It was 
the occasion for some very unusual 
operations of our own Federal Re- 
serve on the London market, in 
which our central banks first bought 
gold from France at London, cred- 
iting the French bank with an 
equivalent New York deposit, and 
next actually sold gold from their 
own reserves to the Bank of France. 
It was manifestly desirable to agree 
on some regular program to meet 
so confused a situation. 

The Bank of France, had not been 
entrusted with discretion or power 
in regard to revaluation of the 
franc. The time.and manner of ef- 
fecting that have béen recognized 
as something for the French Gov- 
ernment to decide, and POINCARE 
has thus far refused to announce 
his decision. It had become a polit- 
ical question, and European markets 
have ‘up to this time inferred from 
the Premier’s own public statements 
that he meant to postpone legal re- 
valuation until after next year’s 
French elections. POINCARE. himself 
was at liberty to change his mind 
at any moment; he may do so, in 
view of certain strong reasons for 
earlier resumption of gold pay- 
ments. But this possibility has little 
or no reference to the deliberations ' 
of the bankers’ conference. 

As a matter of fact, POINCARE’S 
policy of postponing revaluation has 
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the New York money market would 
hardly seem to be any longer indis- 

On any. basis of judgment. except 
home politics, it would certainly. ap- 
pear that the time for resumption of 
French gold payments has nearly or 
quite arrived. There is no longer 
dispute over the price at which the 
franc should be revalued. The Bank 
of France bought its. 25,000,000,000 
francs of exchange bills at a price 
slightly under 30 francs to the dol- 
lar, and the fixing of any higher 
rate for revaluation would impose 
great loss upon the bank. Legal 
revaluation would end the uneasi- 
ness of French industry. What is 
even more important, the scaling- 
down ofthe franc’s gold parity from 
191-8 cents to slightly less than 4 
would proportionately reduce the 
official valuation of the French 
bank’s 54,000,000,000 francs of note 
circulation, : but it would not reduce 
the valuation of the 6,900,000,000 
francs in the gold reserve now offi- 
cially held against that circulation, 
or of such other. gold as the bank 
may now possess or hereafter may 
acquire on foreign markets, and 
which would presumably be included 
in its official gold reserve after 
resumption. 

It is clear from these facts that 
the Bank of France would possess 
an exceptionally high ratio of gold 
reserve if it were to resume gold 
payments. tomorrow. In addition, 
its immense holdings of foreign ex- 
change bills would provide a guar- 
antee against subsequent decline in 
the revalued franc, with consequent 
loss of gold, quite as effective as 
that which would be provided by a 


foreign credit. 
— — —— — 


HOUSING BY OPTIMISM 
Mayor "WALKER’s housing plan 
rests upon certain powers enjoyed 
by the city under the State Consti- 
tution, which are perhaps not so un- 
recognized as'the Mayor thinks, and 
upon certain arithmetical calcula- 
tions which are not so solid as the 
Mayor would like to believe. Excess 
condemnation of real property, in 
connection with parks and highways, 
has .been present in discussions be- 
fore this. Whether building sites so 
acquired can be leased by the city at 
a rental of 4 per cent. so as to pro- 
duce modern elevator apartments at 
$8 a room is highly questionable. 

Mr. WALKER is not afraid to have 
his plan called paternalistic, or even 
socialistic. That depends upon the 
extent to which he will be asked to 
be paternalistic or socialistic. Traces 
of “ socialism ” and touches of pater- 
nalism appear in many things about 
us without eliciting excessive alarm. 
There is a suggestion of paternalism 
in tax exemption for limited dividend 
corporations recently enacted. But 
the State law dealing with the sub- 
ject contemplates a possible rental 
of $12.50 a room, which is not very 
far from the competitive economic 
rental. When Mayor WALKER asks 
for $8 rooms he must be prepared to 
be paternalistic to the extent of 
about $5 a room a month. For 
fifty thousand families this suggests 
an annual city subsidy hovering be- 
tween ten and twenty million dollars. 
Mr. WALKER himself reveals doubts 
on the subject when he declares that 
he is not afraid of being called 
names if his expert advisers pro- 
nounce the plan “ practicable.” But 
if the Mayor is willing to be pa- 
ternalistic to the limit, what need is 
there of discussing practicability ? 

The Mayor’s proposal, however, 
has the merit of its own excessive 
optimism. It might pay to. experi- 
ment—on a moderate scale—if only 
for the purpose of ridding the hous- 
ing problem of the visionary arith- 
metic that has gathered around it. 
When philanthropists like Mr. HECK- 
‘SCHER speak of rentals as low as 
$5 a room they at least have the 
courage to cut loose from economic 
considerations and speak of subsi- 
dized housing. Mr. WALKER evi- 
dently is not prepared to go as far 
as subsidy. It therefore gets back 
to the question of degree. Popular 
sentiment will probably not regard 
as subsidy a moderate loss pocketed 
by the city in dealing with a. big 
social problem. But popular senti- 
ment will refuse to have anything 
to do with a policy of wholesale 
l 
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It is the merit of the limited divi- 
dend corporation scheme that it 
does not attempt the obviously im- 
possible. Its approach to the prob- 
lem is the logical one. By provid- 
ing good housing at something be- 


have the bus people to say in

_ That the surface cars are even 
holding their own will come as a 
surprise to many. They are accus- 
tomed. to hear frequent. reports - of 
buses replacing trolleys and even 
trains. In this city the- surface 
lines are ever in difficulties. Only 
the other day the Highth and Ninth 
Avenue lines petitioned to be al- 
lowed to substitute buses for surface 
cars. But even here cold statistics 
show that it is foolish to think of 


transit in terms.of subways and 


buses only. The surface roads have 
been. carrying about a billion pas- 
sengers a year ever since 1913. The 
peak was reached in 1923; since 
then there has been a slight falling 
off, particularly in Manhattan, part- 
ly due, no doubt, to poor service and 
poor equipment. Street railway 
men from the West are said to feel 
bitterly about the condition of the 
New York street cars, which give 
the whole industry a black eye. 
Elsewhere attempts are being made 
to win back patronage for the ‘street 
cars by installing modern equip- 
ment. Last week Kansas City held 
a parade of refurbished cars, paint- 
ed in gay colors and equipped with 
up-to-date heating and ventilating 
systems and “ noise’ absorbers ”’—2a 
feature about which New Yorkers 
may be permitted polite skepticism. 

“ Occasionally some one maintains 
“that street cars cause traffic ‘con- 
“ gestion,” says Mr. Storrs. “ Don’t 
“you believe it. A street car wants 
“to move.” Yes, but often it can’t. 
It is not so agile as a bus. Anybody 
who wants to see a street car at its 
clumsiest has only to stand on the 
corner of Madison Avenue and For- 
ty-second Street in the rush hour 
and watch one of them blunder 
around that curve like a log in the 
rapids. But that isn’t an indict- 
ment of the street car. It only 
goes to show that there. are some 
conditions to which it is not well 


adapted. 


A THIRTEEN-MONTH YEAR. 


If JULIUS CAESAR, when he took 
over the Egyptian calendar, had 


adopted it in its entirety, it might 


still be known throughout the West- 
ern world as the “ Julian calendar,” 
with twelve months of equal length 
and five intercalary festival days 
added or six in leap-years. As it 
is, the inaccuracies of his calendar, 
multiplied by the centuries, led to 
the changes which Pope GREGORY 
decreed .and to the substitution of 
“ Gregorian” for “ Julian.” 

Even the Gregorian calendar has 
its great inconveniences, though the 
inaccuracies of the Caesars were 
corrected by it. Its principal de- 
fects as listed in a pamphlet put 
forth by GEORGE EASTMAN of Roch- 
ester are: first, that the months, 
quarters and half-years are of un- 
equal length; second, that the month 
is not a multiple of the week (ex- 
cept February in non-leap-years) ; 
and third, that, the year having one 
day over fifty-two weeks, the date 
of the month falls on a different day 
each year from that of the preced- 
ing year. From these defects arise 
not only unnecessary inconveniences 
but “difficulties and confusion.” 
There is; for example, a difference 
of 11 per cent. between the length 
of February and that of March, with 
an even greater difference between 
the number of working days. There 
is not a common basis for compar- 
ing month with month. Confusion 
arises when income is on one basis 
and expenses are on the other. 
Moreover, a date cannot be deter- 
mined with reference to the day in 
the week of a future year without 
calculation or consulting a calendar.

Naturally, there has been 
talk of another Mexican revolution 
being about due, or at least a golpe 
de estado to seize executive power. 
Happily, General OBREGON, one of 
the candidates most suspected of 
revolutionary aims, has disclaimed 
any intent of resorting to force. In 
a sensible appeal to his countrymen 
he urges them to think only of peace- 
ful means of choosing the Govern- 
ment they prefer, and to rid them- 
selves, if possible, of that old hapit 
of revolution which has for so many 
years been the curse. of Mexico. 
While the United States has no title 
or desire to interfere in the domestic 
affairs of Mexico, it is certain that 
our State Department and our Em- 
bassy in Mexico City would co 
everything that could be done dis- 
creetly in order to help on an order- 
ly Presidential succession in Mexico.

‘Socialists to Refuse All Aid to 


Communists Jailed Abroad Be- 
cause of Sacco Outbreak. 


CHARGE ROW WAS PLANNED 


Ben Gold Protests He Had Nothing 
to Do With It and Seeks to Smooth 
Over Animosity Aroused. 


The Socialist trade unions of New 
York struck back yesterday at the 
Communists under: Ben Gold, who 
precipitated a riot in Union Square 
on Thursday and ended a rally of 10,- 
000 workers in behalf of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti.

vwere in the plane Fred Herman, 


aeronautic engineer; Bradley Jones, 
navigation engineer, and. James 
Rivers, chief mechanician, all ‘civil- 
ian employes of the Army Air 
Corps.... Herman’s duties were to 
keep a careful check of the fuel con- 
sumed at the various speeds and 
with the loads which we varied 
throughout the trip. Jones’s duties 
were to, keep all the -navigation 
equipment, including compasses, ra- 
dio and drift indicators, in adjust- 
ment and repair and to aid in com- 
puting’ astronomical tables. Rivers 
kept the motors tuned and adjusted 
and inspected all parts of the air- 
plane for the slightest sign of strain 
or breakage. © 

It should be said here that these 
men all performed their duties ex- 
ceptionally well; if it had not been 
fo: them, we could not have been 
successful in the flight. 

Our motors were new and it was 
our desire not to subject them to too 
long a run without careful checking. 
Also we were anxious not to load 
the plane down too heavily before 
leaving. the Pacific Coast, so. we de- 
‘cided we would fly over the army 
airways from Dayton to San Diego, 
making stops for fuel and inspection 
of the engines every 300 miles. We 
wished also to measure the exact 
amount of gasoline consumed at 
varying speeds. 

Our first stop was at Scott Field, 
near St. Louis, a distance of 315

determining that our equipment was 
functioning’ to ‘perfect satisfaction, 
we flew on-to Muskogee, Okla.

They expect to bring back rare ani- 
mals and birds from the slopes of 
Roraima, an 8,600 foot mountain in 
a jungle where Brazil, Venezuela and 
British Guiana meet. 

There will be an expert division of 
labor on the expedition, for Mr. 


Tate is going after mammals and Mr. 
Carter after birds. When they reach 
the South American continent they, 
expect to employ thirty or forty 
porters and plunge immediately to- 
ward their 

Mount Roraima, Mr. Tate explained 
yesterday, is a red sandstone moun- 
tain, with vertical cliffs 2,000 feet 
high, making the top practically inac- 
cessible. There is only one route by 
which this mountain may be as- 
cended.

. Tate expects to obtain kin ** 
ant eaters, sloths, armadillos and 
=" howling monkeys.
